"This  is  a  very  long  dav  for 
them."  savs  David  Holmes,  direc- 
tor of  Princeton's  newest  school, 
the  Princeton  Cliild  Development 
Institute.  "A  16-hour  day  would  be 
best,  if  we  could  manage  it.  Every 
waking  hour!" 

The  children  are  unknowns, 
destined  for  long  vears  in  institu- 
tions unless  small  schools  like 
Princeton's  can  help  them,  They  are 
auti.stic-like  or  scliizophrenic-hke. 
Until  the\-  learn  to  speak  they  can- 
not be  tested  to  ascertain  their 
mentality.  Some  such  cliildren  have 
gone  to  college.  The  future  of  most, 
with  good  luck,  will  be  sheltered 
workshop. 

In  Princeton's  school,  a  blonde, 
7-vcar-old  girl  the  adopted  cljild 
of  a  black  mother,  is  being  en- 
couraged to  stretch  her  capabilitv 
to  make  the  humming  sound 
"m-m-m"  into  "mama."
